The main recommendations of the Salaries Commission — those 
which relate to salaries and allowances — were yesterday un- 
animously approved by the Legislative Council, giving the 
Government legal power to sanction payment of arrears 


of salary. 


The Council's approval, however, is subject to three modifications: one con- 
cerning monthly paid artisans; the second concerning the rates of ex- 
patriation allowance; and the third relating to the cost of living allow- 
ance to be paid to officers drawing salaries of $1,500 a month and over. 


Mr. (G5. Follows, Financial Secretary, gave an undertaking that “no effort will be spared to 
clear up outstanding points so that all officers may receive their arrears with the least

possible delay.”
